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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections of claims 15-21 to be proper. 

Applicant contends that Amitay does not show spread known-signals that have been broken down into a number of spreading chips. 
However, the Examiner has relied on the primary reference Sunaga to disclose this claim limitation. Amitay is relied upon only to show the 
one chip per subcarrier assignment of a "known" or pilot signal in the frequency axis direction. 

Applicant further contends that Amitay does not assign the pilot signals f1 and f2 to different subcarriers. However, Amitay shows that the 
pilot signals are transmitted using different channels, or subcarriers, of the spectrum. 
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
